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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Taxpayers: 


Town Hall: Repairs to the foundation were not 
made, due to the inability in getting any local con- 
tractor to do the work this past summer or fall. Ar- 
rangements are being made to have the work done this 
spring. Services of an Engineer were secured and 
he reported that the work should not be delayed. 


A coat of paint should be given to the outside of 
the building, then the building ought to be in good 
condition for a number of years. 


Highways: Work should be done on the so called 
Will Moore Road and Boulder Road, as the School 
Bus uses these roads. 


The Madison Shores development at Davis Pond 
has twenty or more cottages. 

At Peaporridge Pond a sixty acre development 
has been opened and several ccttages completed so 
that it is necessary to keep the road open in winter. 

Plimpton Hill Road should be improved. 

Highway Equipment: 

The Caterpillar Tractor needs a new set of treads 
costing about $1200.00. This was purchased in 1950 
at a cost of about $10,000.00, and it would cost about 
$16,000.00 to replace it. The engine was over-hauled 
about three years ago. With new treads, this tractor 
would last for a number of years, barring unexpected 
repairs. 

A front end loader of some kind is needed. One 
with a snow scoop and snow plow would be most useful. 
At the present time, equipment must be hired for 
this type of work. A smaller machine of this type 
with a 114 yard bucket would cost around $15,500.00. 
A reconditioned machine, about three years old would 
cost about $12,000.00. 
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Town Records: 


There should be, in the Selectmen’s office, a card 
file of each property in town giving a complete descrip- 
tion of the property. This should be kept up to date 
as to any changes made in the buildings or ownership. 
Most towns have such records. The State Tax Com- 
mission is equipped to institute this system at a cost 
of about $7.00 per building or tract. Madison has 
about 400 parcels, including summer property. The 
Selectmen do not have the time to do this as it would 
take four to six weeks of intensive full time work.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


I submit my second report as Superintendent of 
Schools of Union No. 36. The following list indicates 
the administrative activities for the period from Janu- 
ary 1, 1962 to December 31, 1962:

Special School Board Meetings 51

On November 18, 1962, Dr. Charles F. Ritch, Jr., 
Commissioner of Education, visited all the schools 
in Union 36 with Superintendent Thomas. 


During the school year 1961-62 the teachers in 
the Madison School were: Mrs. Linnie Giles, grade 1-3; 
Mrs. Ruth Chick, grades 4-6; Mr. Rodney Russell, Prin- 
cipal and grades 7-8. 


At the opening of the school year in September 
1962 Mr. James W. Fitzsimmons joined the staff to 
teach grades 5 and 6. 


The school health program is under the supervis- 
ion of Mrs. Rebecca Sanborn, R. N. 


The school lunch program continues under the 
supervision of Mrs. Margaret Ward. 
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Never before has education received as much pub- 
lic attention and publicity as it has in recent years. 
Newspapers, magazines, television, radia—all instru- 
ments of mass communication have probably devoted 
more space and time to education in a single year than 
they have for the past fifteen years put together. 
This is good! It shows that people are interested in 
what the schools are doing and that they want to 
assist in helping the schools do an even better job. 


When school administrators are questioned about 
matters of importance to them, the improvement of 
instruction usually is given considerable attention and 
weight. The primary function of superintendents of 
schools is conceived to be the creation of conditions 
that are conducive to effective teaching so that max- 
imum pupil learning will result. 


The curriculum is, or should be, in a constant 
state of change. One only has to look around in this 
scientific age to recognize the changes taking place. 
There has been a growing concern about the develop- 
ment of programs in the public schools, which would 
meet the needs of all youth. Some changes have taken 
place in our schools with the cooperation of our prin- 
cipals and teachers in developing plans of programs 
for Reading and Mathematics with results which, at 
present, appear to be excellent. Following a two-day 
Math Workshop in September 1962, 80% of the teach- 
ers of Union 36 participated in an extension course 
under the auspices of the University of New Hamp- 
shire. This training has enabled our teachers to 
teach the new mathematic concepts which is being 
taught in our schools now. 


Our school system has its problems the same as 
any other business. However, they are not insolv- 
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able. With confidence and a forth-right approach to 
the solution of these problems we can continue to have 
an outstanding educational program, one that will be 
a credit to our young people as well as to our com- 
munity. 


Dr. James B. Conant makes this comment, “It is 
impossible to evaluate an educational system apart 
from the society which it both reflects and serves. 
Much of the argument over education today is coming 
from people who are not really interested in facing 
problems as they exist.” 


Herein lies our responsibility—to know our prob- 
lems——to solve them to the best of our abilities. 


During the past year the school districts of Free- 
dom, Madison and Tamworth solved their secondary 
school problems by joining our sister Union No. 9 in 
Conway by signing a twenty-year contract. The 
school districts of Brookfield, Effingham, Ossipee and 
Wakefield have been in a Regional 1 through 12 school 
study with our sister Union 49 comprising the school 
districts of Alton, New Durham, Tuftonboro and 
Wolfeboro which would solve their school problems. 
The Middleton school district continues to tuition all 
their students to Farmington. 


Also, much work was done during the summer of 
1962 to improve our own schools. Madison created a 
new classroom, a complete new heating system was 
installed and another member was added to the teach- 
ing staff due to a large enrollment in grades 1-3. Os- 
sipee created a new classroom, health room, library and 
principal’s office. Ossipee also added a new member 
to the teaching staff due to the large enrollment in 
the first grade. Effingham, Freedom, Tamworth and 
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Wakefield had the usual summer repairs and cleaning 
of their buildings. 


The Parent-Teacher Associations have been most 
helpful and cocperative, as have other civic and so- 
ial organizations. Many thanks go to the Whittier 
Lions Club for their generous contributions to all our 
schools. 


{t wish to extend to the School Boards my sincere 
appreciation for their fine cooperation, their encour- 
agement, and sincere devotion to their task of formu- 
lating and carrying through their policy-making res- 
ponsibilities with foresight and conviction in what is 
good for the school children, school personnel, and 
citizens of their communities. 


I also want to commend all the school personnel 
for their devotion to education and the assistance 
they have given me.
